The full version of this caee is dlEcus&ed In the 1969 BUFORA 
publication ^Flre In the Sky^ ^ A colour still and suiiuttarled. account of the 
story Is on the cover and described within my 1963 book UFO KEALITY CHalel* 
In essence Day obeerbed an orange ball pulsating along a path to the 
north of hip as he drove to an early appointment* He stopped the car^ took 
out a movie camera and flimed the filial ZZ seconds. The object vanished 
within the space of one fraKe <an eighteenth of a second). Meanwhile at two 
other nearby locatlonis some schoolchildren waiting for morning aaseuhly and 
dt least one teacher driving to work saw the object more closely as a dome 
shaped mass that rotated rapidly^ Ho sound was heard by the witnesses. 

From the start we knew that a USAF P-111 Jet from Upper Heyford had 
crashed that morning. Assuming he may have fllined this on fire Day offered 
the results to the USAF linmedlately, They asked a few details but were not 
Interested, leaving him In little doubt that he had NOT filmed the 
aircraft. However, despite attempts by the coordinated BUFORA investigation 
team (even Dr I Allen Hynek visited the site and witness in August 1963) 
and the Swindon based SCUFOFI working with the NIC, we failed to get the 
crash report * Yet considerable detal^l was learnt about the F“ 111 accident. 
For example, vu knew the aircraft crashed at least 40 minutes AFTER 
the UFO was flluied and sonie miles to the north east near Hilton Keynes. It 
ceuae to earth In o fireball but hod obviously not been on fire fur all that 
period of tlinij. The crew escaped using a then new and secret rocket 
ejection system; wfiJch may well explain why the file was denied to the 
Investigators during 1963 / 1964 wtien ii»si evaluation work was done, 

SCUFORI reported that they felt the wltneusoe MUST have seen the 
crashing Jet and been In error on their timing. I never thought this a 
viable option given what we kneWj of the school timetable and Day* & 
appointment. Eventualiy^ the conclusion reached by BUFORAs booklet was that 
either the film depicted an atmospheric object akin to ball lightning that 
may have triggered electrical faults as developed in the F-lll rudder 
By stein - OR more likely the 'UFO* wu burning aviation fuel ejected briefly 
in the early stages of crisis. This would be abandoned as too hazardous 
when it fell earthwicirds over populated regions {between Oxford and 
Aylesbury). Inevitably, if this had occurred there was more reason why the 
U5AF would have evaded public talk ' of a catastrophe that could give a 
whole new meaning for local residents to the term 'Aylesbury duck* \ 

It appears that sometime In 19^0 ex BUFORA investigator Campbell got 
the accident report from the USAF. Up wrote an article in August 90 for the 
British Journal of Photography and then on 13 March 91 advised Peter Day 
that It would appear when the editor 'can find space'. Day was upset by tjje 
lone of the draft sent and on 16 March wrote straight back to the Scottish 
f reel once researcher pointing out how he had ignored all the wliuesfi 
testimony, and refusing permission for his use of stills froa the filit« Day 
remarked; 'If an F‘^111 were anywhere near my unldent if led flying object 
^wtlh afterburner (to burn fuel) I and other witnesses would have heard It.* 
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On IS March 1991 Day also wtote to the editor of the Journal 
explaining that he was TIrmly refusing theiii permission to use stills from 
hi a rilmn On 5 April Day eent copies of all this tuoterlol to me and I was 
concerned enough by ILs content to write to the Journal editor expressing 
my thoughts and renuestlng u correction of rather misleadlug comments about 
the BUFORA Investigation procedure found in Campbell”s draft article- 

For example, Campbell claii&ed that BUFORA only spasmodically 
1nvesLlgated the case and reached no 'definite conclusion' - n travesty of 
the in-deptb 100 page case file put together with extensive data and the 
really liuile specific conclusions as pointed out in 'Fire in the Sky'^ 

Campbell evidently read the booklet. I]e wrote to Mugonla In 1959 
complaining about their favourable review. As' 'burning aviation fuel” was 
the most logical solution offered here Cal though its difficulties were also 
discussed - which Campbell's article does notJ It seems the theory partly 
developed out of the 8UF0HA (nvestigoLIon. It was certnlnly discussed by me 
In articles well before 1909; eg In OMNI. Therefore* for Cajnpbell to 
present an article alleging that 'until now' (le his recent article) 'the 
film has remained uni dent 1 fled* and BUFORA investigations had failed to 
reach any conclusion about Jit - wl^ten in fact their 1969 booklet hod reached 
the very same conclusion he was now offering - is* to me, rather strange* 

Neither Peter Day nor I have (three months later) received any reply 
from the Brlllsh Journal of Photography, who Included Campbell's article 
unmodified ^ titled Fireball by Day: Steuart Campbell explains another 
* UFO* film - Issue dated < April 1991* A still from the film WAS used. 

One response from Campbell was a note scrawled over a photocopy sent 
to Day saying 'Copyright law pemilts use of photo even if you don* t approve 
for criticism and review' * which is a somewhat arguobte point. 

The case Campbell presents Is strong. Certainly the accident report 
fwhich he did not release* but I have seen) supports the view that the F- 
ilt was In the general area of the UFO at about the time of the sighting 
and DID briefly dump fuel before abandoning this. But did It create a 
floating fireball akin to that flliood ? Given the cloud ceiling fjust under 
2000 feet) if the UFO was the burning aviation fuel then the Jet must have 
been very low and noisy. Al&o the flight path of th© UFO and Jet do not 
exactly match ; although there is undoubtedly a lot of similarity. 

In truth* Cainpbell's addition of the report (he got it using the US 
freedom of Information actl supports the view that burning fuel WAS tbs UFO 
but does not prove this. There are problems given the witness testliuony - 
which we cannot Just Ignore. Bui ti cements the connection Cone way or 
another) between the UFO sighting and the fault which the F-HJ suffered. 

Regardless of this, I personally view the wny Campbell treated 
witness Feter Day end the BUFORA booklet (which he never even pientloned) as 
being quite unreasonable. Of cour&e*you must Judge for yourself.

WITNESS ETHICS: Uigel Uatson replies to last issues edliorlal 

On the subject of ethics und the use of real witness naiiwjs ^ here we 
do have several problems. 

When I wrote my book 'PortmltB of Allen Encounters' <£12, Valla Books 
52A Laacotts Kd London N22 4JN) I did use pseudonyms for perclpli^ntfi wlio 
hud not previously had their real names published elsewhere. In the cose of 
'Norman Harrison' he ucLuutly qumplains about thla (see p.159 of the book)* 

The case which NlfN refers to has been published extensively and the 
percipients did actively seek publicity. Having put their real names on 
public record I'd snf It is iiupractical for them to expect us to forget 
their case when it suddenly suits them. 

The fact Is that percipients usually do wont their mat names 
published. In all probability they might regret it later* As Investigators 
we can warn them of the dangers / benefits of publicity* but in the end 
they have to take the consequences of their actions. 

Td Conclude, I would say that my hook is more ethlcol and useful to 
IfFOlogy than the coffee-table UFO books filled with garish colour 
reproductions of the Villas Boas case. I think the main * problem' with my 
book is that It takas n serious Look at high-strangeness cases but doesn't 
promote a fashionable and 'salable' theory* Indeed, those who cynically 
sell UFO books are the ones who are the most unethical and dBlrlmental to 
our subject. 

f}/B: II was fair that tj/igel have this * right of reply*. I suspect the 
witnesses concerned would argue that at the time they sanctioned use of 
reml nmnes and chose to talk to the inedfia they were too young or 
inexperienced to decldef had no idea what pressure this might hrlng years 
later and could not predict how their future life might make it preFerajbJe 
to *take back- that decision.

Frankly, those doubting 
It paay be persuading Prince Charles (according to media sources), eornlng a 
fortune from hvige book sales (according to other sources) and delighting 
milllDns by letting the mystery simmer without answer- but facte are facts 
and T ora bemused at how anyone could reject such overwhelming evidence* 

Of course, at least in my view , this Is not the whole answer. Fhe 
very poor early English summer in liny and June produced only a handful of 
circle cases = of which THREE QUARTERS were hoaxes. In two case^ the 
culprits were arrested* Tlien in late June n team of Japanese researchers 
arrived to run a project lit which TORRO and BUFORA participated, Jointly 
organised by Dr Terence Hendon and Dr Toshl ftiko Ohtsukl^ The favourable 
publicity for this and the plaeina vortex theory in the serious media (eg 
The Times, Telegraph. Observor) provoked tabloid counter reaction. Up cause 
a third offer of £10,000 to the person who can solve the mystery* This wss 
from the Star and now £30^000 is avnlleble in total to would be sleuths- 

llowever, as the plasma vortex and hoax theories are unacceptable I 
wouldn't bother losing too much sleep If you plan to enter. The editors 
decision Is final. As a judge on the Sunday Mirror £10,000 competition my 
recoraendatlon for partial awards to some very impurtant papers got nowhere- 
I do not see how anyone can win this money* Of course, the prizes keep the 
story alive, which may be the point. 

In the wake of all this - giies?i what? Many weird patterns appeared 
within diiys- doubling the 1991 total almost overnight* Colne Idence, of 
course - or to put It another way Elvis Presley is a martian. 

Personally, I believe there la a little more to It than hoaxing and 
plasma vortices (but I am biding my time before I spell out exactly what - 
and why - in Sheffield)* However, the cereologlcal circus is great fun to 
watch as It so clearly mirrors UFOlogy 40 years ago and thus of lumense 
sociological Importance^ If nothing else. The something else is a bouusl 

Readers who want to keep up with this have mony sources to study. 
Terence Meadens J o urinal of Meteorol o gy (£2Z, UK, £27^ elsewhere ^ ID Issues

Last issues iuA-ewrii review of John Spencer* s * Encylopedia* has 
already been attacked by some JournaJ ediiorSf saying I wts too kind. Th^y 
have widely slated the hook and it that my gentle disquiet about its 

usahiJity problems are seen as a fatal flaw by other reviewers* 

This large page format 'iltJas' has appeared sioultaneously wiih the 
above, but from a different puiiJis/ier and it does seem to cover a lot of the 
same ground fie the worJefs lop cases), I should say right away Si Is a far 
superior book to the encylcpedSa and anyone considering buying either af 
them should consider no further^ This is the one to get^ 

Divided into sections accordir^g to continent it is complete with 
single and even double page * artist ic* reconstructions which will eitjher 
seen as a pleasure or garish^ according to your tastes- The l^endjesham 
Forest picture^ for instancst gives the impression it must be a spaceship 
and 1 thought the Livingston case {amongst others! was a bit OTT. 
f/everiheless^ this is a coffee table book - no more^ no less. The pictures 
are meant to attract casually inferested UFO^phiJes, not serious 
researchers - who would learn little new from here anyhow as the relatively 
few cases covered per contineni are, of course, mainly the old standards. 

One cannot blame John Spencer for writing such a book, hie all do ft. 
Even Ifilary Evans has penned his dmi rjufCe similar book sons years back and 
*The UFO Conspiracy* may well be iii/j70-From its sales I know this approach 
DOBS attract peopie in a big wn^. Indeed as Hamlyn also publish the 
astonishingly successful ^%hrlds Greatest UFO Mysteries* they know their 
onions and I understand that John*s hook is already proving a hit. 

Such works bring new faces into UFOlogy and I think If we consider it 
like fihai then in truth all else is of minor Import, Nonetheless, I do have 
my reservations about this casebook. Take the Peter Day film (p. I00-!01), 

The 200 word summary in this book is nii&leading, A still from the 
film and a big artists reconstruction of ball lightning take up ntore space 
than the Text itseliT, id^ich argues that the latter is seen as a possible 
answer , ^hat should have been said is that the film is unique in UFOlogy, 
It was screened to a gathering of Britain* s leading ball lightning 
scientists in 1978.1 was one af those who screened it to them and so know 
they said it was HOT ball lightning, Furthermore, despite Spencer* s claist^ 
the final fraiae of the riJm Js positively ffOT one that shows trees bent in 
response to an airborne expiosion* It ^ms proven to be camera ^hoX^ bay cm d 
doLfht* Jiftat Morrfes me Choi^h is not these errors, but that both are 
explained in BUFORAs oim 1989 published case history - *Fira in the Sky*, 
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r found 3 few other protJeas fsg the JS76 Fortug&^e case on p. 106-W7 
hss been solved by HUFOffAf} I accept that opinions mistakes can 

occur and there is nothing Mrong hdth personal viems^ appearing in a book. 
It ijould be wrong of me to say this one is riddled vlth errors. But they 
are there and the Day film is a case where a BlfFORA officer should have 
familiarity with the facts. Its wonky presentation is a bit disconcerting. 

One could argue that this book will garner people to discover complex 
UFO reality for thomselvos. And that Is true. I could well be guilty of 
over-reacting to what is never meant to be loore than a spectacular 
pictorial Jaunt around the UFO world. Uilh * Circular Evidence* this style 
of presentation reaped big rewards and in ierBS of copies sold I suspect 
the * Definitive Casebook* will earn John loads of money. J respect him as a 
UFOlogist and coiiea^ue. I wish him all success^ 5ti£ as lUf investigator I 
was obliged to express my doubts about some aspects of a nice looking book. 

Circles from the Sky Edltietl by Terence Headen Souvenir Ji/b 208pp £14,139 

fou've /reart/ of the film of the book and the book of the flliicin 
effect this is i/ie of the conference. In June 1990 Oxford Polytechnic 

staged the worlds first crop circle conference, organised by Terence Moaden 
and Dr Derek Elsom. It of course, based on their atmospheric vortex work 

and excluded any avani garde research but incl tided contributions from 
BrJtisti, American and Japanese Scientists. Paul FuiJer and I presented our 
first results Unking uneirpldfneci UFO cases with Meaden* s vortex and tried 
to demonstrate that UFOiogy and mett^orology had a Jot of common ground. 

Ml the papers that were presented in Oxford appear here. This means 
you gat to see how other meteorologists Cincludlng Frofessor John Snow of 
PurduOf iCikuchi of Kochit Japan, and Dave Reynolds of Swansea universities “ 
to name i3ut three in other countries} approach the problem, proving once 
and for all that Dr Meaden does not stand alone professionally "if anybody 
out there still argues that he does and Is a maverick - as once they did. 

Dave Reynolds study of a specific and little known Steffordshlro case 
is an illustration of a good circle site investigation. The Fuller/Randles 
UFO paper covers 30 pp of the book and there are a nmiujer of additional 
papers supplied post conference, mostly from scientists. Ohtsuki repieb^ the 
Japanese rice paddy field circles and early reports on the artJficiaiJy 
produced plasma vortex experiments. >4ii In-depth well Illustrated review 
from Terence deaden assesses the 1990 circles and atteapis io explain the 
plciogrsms. Britain*s leading expert In plant lodging discusses circles. 
There are some new and important (post * Crop Circiec:^ Mystery Solved*) 
eye-witness cases. All in all the book is full of new raw material. 

Rot surprisi/i^Jy, the book is often drily scientific rather than 
popularly written. There are many rfia^anis and b A w photographs, but only 
the front and mar oovar arc In colour. This should jncjt^ jno^ter, a lot 

of people buy Circle books because af what they look like - ROT what they 
say. This won* t sell as many as other books published this suwoer on the 
topic. However^ It is an unquestionably useful (if one sided) 

contribution to our knowledge on this fascinating scieiUlfic challenge.

A bonus was on 
offer for anyone who flimed itf Dozens turned up to register only to find 
that it WOE an April Fools Joke. 

On L5 June the Dally Telegraph kept up It a track record on UFOlogy 
with another dire piece by Adrian Berry,Citing Philip Klass It alleged that 
the proximity of Jupi ter, Venus and mars to one another In the evening sky 
would lead to ii rash of 'UFO alghltogE*. Klass alleged that one in four 
UFOa were planets or stars. My figures show this to be a considerable over- 
estlinate. Mills! there were Cof course! a feu misperceptions the huge wave 
of sightings Berry expected simply did not happen. Contrary to what soae so- 
called serious new&papers think most people have seen bright stars before. 

Tliis column would not be the same without the occasional reference to 
the Sunday Sport and Its weekday coRipanlon. The editorial <in words of more 
than one syllable toof) reported on ZS Mar how UFO expert 'Tony Todd* (?) 
claims 'randy extraterrestrlalE are putting wofften In the club'. Old news 
that one.

Photographic UFOs: 

Two recent cz^ses of that incrt^aslngly rare type - the daylight still 
photo of a UFO — have come onr way. Neither took very long to investigate. 

First was supplied by a woman in KorthErn Moor, ^^anchoster. ft was a 
night shot taken at sunset from the beach at Barniovith in mid Wales whilst 
on ho 11 day. Camera v^as a Rico FF^. Ti’te negative was tost, so all we had was 
a print to go on. Luckily this was tu^ough. The image showed a beach scene, 
the low Bun and a crescent shaped UFO <“it appears to be a flying saucer') 
to the top right of this. The witness saw nothing until the print was 
developed. Stie had immediately assumed that the image was a lens flare 
caused by pointing the caroera straight at the sun, but as the Daily l^ter 
got ^ery ekciled about ' i^hopo^ appearing on people's photos' she 
reconsidered. It was very simple to prove that the pliotographer was 
absolutely right first time round. Indeed a faint secondary reflected imagf? 
appears masked by sand to the lowt*r left of the sun. We tmcnd lineB from 
the three images to prove beyond question that BOTH are indeed lens flares. 



The second case was different. In April a man from Devon supplied a 
picture lie took at Cotleigh 'half a year ago' but had just found that a UFO 
group e?tlstedi He saw nothing until Llie black and white print wae developed 
but then 'It was (Just) Lhere'. Fie asked to be informed ' if it is actually 
Something not of this world'. First impression of analysts was less then 
favourable toward this opinion, but the case had to be checked as it did 
depict a saucer like ublect in sharp focus near an in focus tree with 
background clouds less focused. Enquiries brought news that the camera used 
was a Canon TX loaded with Agfa 400 ASA film. The use of high ASA rated 
black and white film and good camera tends to suggest a knnwledgable 
photographer. The witness now denied knowing when the picture was taken as 
this was a 'long time kindly loan the negative. Despite saying 
that the print he sent was an enlargement it contained almost the same data 
as on the negative- This shows that the UFO is centred and the tree off to 
the right of fraraep When asked why the picture was taken* given that he did 
not see the UFOt he reported that he was taking a shot of the tree. Tills Is 
not the principal fraE&ed object - the UFO appears to be that (presumably by 
excellent good fortune)- Work before return of the negative showis that the 
UFO Is of the type seen on other photographs In the past which were not 
dls-^imilar tn appearance to a shirt button* A twig just above is eioemlngly 
bent under the strange influence of a gravity like force, Witness was 
advised we could not say what his UFO might be, but unfortunately we did 
not consider deeper investigation could further our scientific knowledge-

Just as good photographic catie^ dwindle, eurly May brotight news of a 
type ul case thtit Is Pecoinlng Increusingiy coimuon - the niid-alr encounter 
between UFO end aircraft. 

Details Eire sketchy and two different dates CIO April and 21 April 
199L> have been quoted. However^ sources are agrsod on the following. 

An Alitalia MDDO let with 57 people aboard was on a flight from Milan 
to London Ke^throw^ H passed over the coast at Lydd traveling at 22,000 
feet. Suddenly Captain Achilee Zaghetti spotted a 10 feet long fawn 
^HiiSBile shaped* obiecL that shot past the plane In the opposite direction 
about lOOO feet above them. In the air at the great speeds of jnodern 
aircraft this was about as a Close to disaster as osie con get. It was Just 
after 21.00 - so dark - but radar at Heathrow picked up a target 
I lUAiediatel y after the rupori of a ‘faint' and ' brltaf* trace soiae 10 mi lee 
behind the MD80. 

Tnitidl thoughts were timt. the UFO was u missile from an army firing 
r;inge on the ground nearby but noiie were operatlonai and sources were 
addmant that no missile could reach 22,000 feet. Indeed the ceUing for 
gr ound launched systems Is 10*000 feet. Extensive uiuiuirtes were made. Tlie 
HoD inevitably covered It up but the :itory teuked in Italy, t'orciog a civil 
uviutLOn spokesman to call it a ^ cuuiplete diystery’ and an HoD source to 
eveniimlty niake the eJtt raordlnary coinmeiit (given that UFOs dont exlGt)i 
* What happened was a mystery. It was yet another UKO.* 

Hopefully, ttdlidii UFOloglsLa will he able to Interview the crew. 


CASE 6552 November 1955 Great Snoring, Norfolk John Copsey BUFORA S3-5 

A case reported after the recent BHC TV appeurantjes by John Spencer and 
Jenny handles cuncerns a man <a civilian at a local RAF base) . He wob in 
the bedroom with his wife when they saw a white light ’like Jupiter* aioving 
slowly across the ^ky. It was ZZ. 15 on a clear night and the light Sroved S£ 
to NW.

It Is possible that these two cases are 1 inkedialt hough some miles apart, 
Bath occurred at more or less the same time on the same night. They are

PENNINE UFO MYSTERY) and not totally unlike Lhe Marton , Lancu!>hire, case 
reported above. The lesser of the two sigbtingt^ (timed at 23. OO) occurred 

In the Sheffield area when a woman saw a 'star' moving near Orians belt. It 

was a warm clear night and it travelled slowly in a vertical direction 
toward the ground taking one minute before simply vanishing. On Its own 
this sounds like a possible satellite. Howeveri at 22.40 events of a 
stranger nature had begun In North Yorkshire outside a hostel high on the 
Wensyldule Moors - real James Herriot country, Mrs H, warden of the hostel, 
VFQ6 called out by Mr B - an adult helper - end her own son, who were 
watching strange flashes In the sky. After 
gathering they all stood in a field and It 
was some two to three minutes before they 
saw the next flash. This was pinkish In hue 
and distant but was illuininiiiting the bese

ot regular 3 minute intervals and at first seemed to be lightning, Mrs H 
sent her son to coll Rlchflsond police who Insisted there was no storm In the 
area and 12 minutes loter an officer arrived, suggesting the lights were 
COtinected with Catterlck army base. Later police enquiries disproved thls- 
At one point a red ball was seen to shoot skywards and 'explode'. 
Then, after one and a half hours^ the effect faded. Perhaps this was another 
laser display - at very great distance, maybe even as far a& Cleveland (?) 
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ALIEN MEDICINE Report by Margaret Fry 

This is a most extraordinary case which has two main cofitponents, both 
resiarkabie for different reai»anii. Margaret Fry has conducted aci excellent 
investigation into the affair* Involving a ton we shell Jwet call Mr J from 
South WaleSi He has worked in the building trade and comes from a strong 
religious background* indeed he Is a staunch salvation arixy meaber. 

In 1936, age d, J had rheymntic fever and was in bed for six months* 
During this time he hud several out of body e>iperientes* floating above the 
bt^d and viewing himself* He was also left with a legacy of * visions*, 
during many of which he * saw' strange craft in the sky during OOBEs* 

On 25 September 1944 he was aged 16 and In a small village Called 
Penywaun in the Aberdare Valley^ He was waiting for a bus to go to Cardiff* 
The sky was blue but then several grey 'half moon' shapes appeared and 
formed a linen Two of them glowed as they hung In the sky above a hill of 
dsh and rubble <a slag heap from one of the ttuiny mining pits)* The only 
Botlon was a pit waste esc slat or wlilch carried material up the side of the 
slope. Small v4iiite uvul lights were travelling alongside this on both sides 
ttS if clinging to the metal and 'riding" with it. They were rising towards 
the line of shopes In the sky wtilch had now 'filled out* to full circles 
and then lined up Into one ring like a telephone dloL A black cigar was 
sucked Into the centre wlilch was now like a vortex and left a dark spot 
which then gradually expanded In siie to swallow up the surrounding ring of 
circles* Finally the one large black sphere contracted In size to a point 
only and disappeared as If moving away. Total duration of this effect was 
about 4 udnutes, during which there wos etlllnees and silence (Oz factor?) 



Soon afterwards there was a terrible disaster when the Side of this 
v^ry mountain weakened and the slag collapsed onto a school killing some 
children. As this was war time there was little publicity but Hargaret has 
been trying Cso far unsuccessfully) to find more details of this event in 
case there is a connection. J has always wondered if the white ovals 
climbing the maun t a Inside had put strain on the ^lag tip provoking the 
disaster, to earihlights terminology this Is a disturbing option* If any 
reader has news of this 1944 accident please lot us knou. Of course, in 
October 1966 at nearby Aberfan I here wou a second terrible dltoster of 
similar nature and, according to an old FSH report a cloud like UFO with a 
beam of light VAS seen In the area as a prelude to that event as well* 
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Many ygare later, on 17 Navemt^er 1987, J entered hospital In Cardiff 
for hip replBcement surgery- He told others In his ward of the UFO Cthe 
first time he had discussed £t) and as he was wheeled Into the theatre 
under pre-op toedlcatlon J saw hlssel f on d 'bed of aercury' with a strange 
tall being rectifying things that were wrong with his body - except the hip 
that was about to be replaced. In the theatre Iteelf he floated out of his 
body and saw the surgery as it happened, including hearing the surgeon tell 
student doctors that 'this man has healed hlrasalf^ Later the surgeon 
visited T on the ward and asked detailed questions about his UFO sightings. 
It seems he had been babbling about UFOs and aliens under the anaesthetic. 

Before he was discharged one of the nurses asked J to neet htn in 
confidence outside the hospital and have lunch^ He agreed and she said that 
she and a student had seen ^spirit body* rise froa the table during the 
pre-op phase and disappear THROUGH the celling,Later they saw him re-enter 
his body I but only from the waist up! They alnoost ran away but for the other 
patients In their care, 

Margaret Fry reports that she Is convinced that this cose deitionstrates 
how aliens da not abduct the physical body but take the ethertc body 
instead. That would certainly explain soino of the paradoxes of the UFO 
abduction phcnoiaenon, such as those 'observed abductions' where the witness 
clalns an experience hut was clearly seen by others and hod gone nowhere. 


SOHETIUNG IN THE AIR <FART 1) Report by Jenny Handles 

In January 1991 scientists were quoted as suggesting that an 
unexpected high level of lonixatlon in the aioosphere due to solar flare 
activity might give rise to spectacular aurora and other effects, li seems 
as if quite unnoticed this odight have triggered a wove of UFO encounters. 

As far beck as S Kovember 1990 there have been a nunber of spectacular 
events dubbed * fireball meteors', where Dfieri green balls of light have 
crashed through the atmosphere. Some other recent cases Include these; - 

■ 23 March 1991 at 2Z. 23 there were various reports of 'light blue ball 
with a long tapering tail' thot flow east to west In about 5 seconds, 

17 April 1991 a case from Limerick In Ireland reported by Pat Delaney 
and Anne Griffin which might he described (why not given the locatlonn; 
'"There once wos a funny green ttght^ that ehone for two ticks In the nighty 
It made the air glow, and nobody knows* if the answer they've got for 11* s 
right' (sorry!) 

AnyhoWp add to Iota February was e blgh old time. There were several 
spectacular cases (eg the 31/22 February Buckinghamshire time lapse 
reported last Issue!, But at first I sdnLit I wrote off a case on the night 
of 20 February 1991 as of no real significance. I MAY hove been wrong. 

It was first brought to my at tentIon by a flood of callers channeled 
through from Jodrell Bank, Ironically* there was a MUFORA meeting that 
Wednesday which ended prematurely over some minor dtepute. At 19,30 membors 
were trickling out onto the streets of central Manchester and this dazzling 
affair vos literally unfolding unseen over their heodE be the debate raged! 
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Typical of the calls I fielded over iho iteKt i2 ho^rs were tbeeei 

Several workers at an office In Stoke on Trent had seen a * big streak 
of white light that split the sky like an estpioston*. At Mow Cop in 
Staffordshire o caller reported It as a * big glow shooting across the eky** 
And one case I delved Into more deeply as the witness was ex;treinely lucid 
came from a P at Sandbach^ Cheshire who reported selng 'a big green 

thing that flew across the sky and went behind our fariahouse^. At first she 
thought It was an aircraft* scintlUatlng from dark to lurid green hut it 
never reappeared on Its line of flight from behind the house. Other colls 
came from Blackburn and Oldhaui. 

This vdde scat tiering convinced jim the event had to be a bright 
fireball meteor or a satellite re—entryi However, so far as I know the area 
of observation wes liiailted to Burnley in the north, Oldhani in the east, 
Stoke In the soulh and the Wlrral In the west. Tills im relatively small If 
these sort of answers apply ^ but,of course* I was not to know the above for 
some weeks until after data was collated. 

Early on Thursday,21 February, BBC radio In Monchester asked for a live 
insert into the breakfast show to discuss the UFO. I said more or less what 
is reported above and explained why 1 thought IL wes Identifiable^ The BBC 
TV picked up the radio report and by lunch lime wtiru reporting (second 
hand> my coinffi«*nts on their regional news bulletins! My tentative offer 
had, of course, becotue a firm answer by the timu It reached TV screens and 
the case was under Invest Igai J on (but far too sluwly for the modlai ) 

My demystification seems Lo have upset some people as a caller who 
had heard the lunchtime TV news (but NOT given my ex directory phone number 
by the BBC or Jodrell) called to demand an answer fur my pathetic 
ekpianatlon, 1"his mau gave his name as Mr McCregor but his Scottish accent 
ms ve;ry Mancunian and I recognised his voice. Mr X (as I shall call this 

person) had seen the UFO and was not amused. 1 refused to ho drawn aj)d 

[numents after replacing the receiver got a second coll from o womoji who was 
also claiming to have seen the UFO from Sale In Manchester. SHE wanted an 
explanation for my pathetic solution. I was very friendly and reported the 
facts and wliat I planned to do. Vheii I asked for a niuinber to call her back 
to report results when Investigations were complete sho rang off eiiddenly- 

Mlldly Intrigued by all of this, espeel ally local prees reports 

alleged an aircraft Inbound to Manchester Airport might have seen 

something*! wrote tq the HoD expounding on the satellite debris theory^ On 
2 May Owen Hartop of Air Staff 2A replied. He noted that they had Just two 
sightings ^ which he copied for me - but added, most eurprlslngly, that he 
could 'canflrm that we have no reason to link these sightings with a 
sateillte re-entry. I regret that I cannot be more positive in offering o 
definitive expia/iotion for what was wdtneesed^^ In other wordst in almost 
unheard of fashion, the MoD were offering evidence and DlSUABlNd a 

UFOloglst from an explanation they bad come to accept for o case!'! 

One of the two sightings sent by the MoD was from a man (name removed) 
In the area of Sale ^ Just as the Thursday lunch time callers originated. 
Hie witness at 19.20 had seen an ^emerald/11me green light - pulsating' for 
4 seconds to his south and reported it to Manchester Airport. The MoD note 
Bays 'Hr hxxx Is a well known UFO buff.' I wonder who this could be. 
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Report two was a rather Biore detailed teletype froia KincKester Airport 
itself to RAF West Droytori, describing an ’object with a line of light 
Inside B brood bend,very bright,changing from green to yellow to white’ “ 
seen PROM the Air Traffic Control Tower at Hancheeter. This led to a wliole 
new investlgotloii of this case, which 1 will conclude next Issue.
